Rerouting of three bus lines, to 
take the Lindell, Natural Bridge 
and Walnut Park busses off 
downtown Washington avenue, 
was approved today by the city 
Board of Public Service. 

The board proposed to make 
mext Monday the time for the 
change, but Public Service Co. of- 
ficials said it might be necessary 
to defer the re-routing of busses 
until the company can carry out 
its plan for removing the Hodia- 
mont streetcar line from -Locust 
street, east of Twelfth boulevard, 
to Washington. This will require 
approval of the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

The changes in bus routes, af- 
fecting only the downtown portion 
of their runs, will be: 

Lindell—Straight down Locust 
street to Fourth street, looping 
around St. Charles, instead of 
present route on Washington east 
of Twelfth. 

Natural Bridge—Straight down 
Delmar boulevard to Third street, 
looping on Lucas avenue, instead 
of present route on Eighth street 
to Washington and east on Wash- 
ington. 

Walnut Park—Straight down 
Delmar from Twelfth to Third 
street, looping on Lucas, instead 
of present route over Eleventh 
street and Washington. 

The Hodiamont car line, as re- 
routed, will run on Washington 
all the way from Leffingwell ave- 
nue to Third street, instead of the 
present route over Franklin ave- 
nue, Twelfth and Locust. 

The plan for revision of street- 
car and bus routes is a revision 
of that prepared by the streets 
and traffic committee of the City 
Plan Commission and submitted 
inst November by Mayor A. P. 
Kaufmann to a group of public 
and civic bodies. This plan, in its 

al form, was to take street- 
cars off Washington, | 
‘The Mayor today signed the 
bill prohibiting rking on Lo- 
cust street from’ 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
The measure goes into effect at 
once, but enforcement will await 
the placing of signs. 

A second loop bus service, to 
serve the parking lot area, was 
approved by the Board of Pub- 
Jic Servicé today. The route is 
on Locust from Seventeenth to 
Fourth street, with western loop 
around Eighteenth and Pine 
streets and eastern loop on St. 
Charles street and Broadway.

GERMAN SWEARS HE SAW

October. 

J. A. Friedl, 55 years old, Nazi 
party member in 1937-43 and Ser- 
geant of Police at Munich, said 
he saw Bormann with some other 
persons in an automobile in front 
of the Spanish consulate in 
Munich. From what he saw and 
heard at the time, he gathered 
that Bormann might be trying to 
arrange to go to Spain. 

Friedl said that in the past he 
had seen Bormann frequently and 
knew him well by sight.

If the liaison group failed to 
agree with the commission's ac- 
tions, it could so report to the 
Secretaries of War and Navy. If 
either secretary concurred, he could 
refer the matter to the President, 
whose decision would be final. 

The amendment supplants the 
proposal by Senator Vandenberg 


(Rep.), Michigan, which was placed 
in the legislation by a 10-to-1 vote 
over the protest of Chairman Mc- 
Mahon (Dem.), Connecticut. 

The new section differs chiefly 
from the Vandenberg draft in that 
the liaison committee would be ap- 
pointed by and serve under the 
Secretaries of War and Navy, in- 
stead of the President. Also, their 
jurisdiction would be limited to 
strictly military applications of 
atomic energy. 

The question of how much atom 
bomb “know how” should be sur- 
rendered in the interests of inter- 
national harmony also was a 
pressing issue with the committee, 
along with these problems:

Jap General Said to 
Have Been Permitted 
To Wear Full Military 
Insignia, 


MANILA, (Wednesday) April 3 
(UP)—Lt. Gen. Masaharu Homma, 
Japanese commander who ordered 
the Bataan death march, died be- 
fore a firing squad as a war crim-' 
inal shortly after midnight, reli- 
able sources reported today. 

The extcution of Homma was 
reported carried out in the strict- 
est secrecy. No official announce- 
ment or comment was forthcoming 
immediately. 
Homma was reported reliably to 
have been shot in a flood-lighted 
area of 30 by 40 feet. He wore 
his full military regalia. 
Homma was accorded the 
honorable soldier’s death in con- 
trast with Gen. Tomoyuki Yama- 
shita who was stripped of his 
uniform and all decorations and 
hanged. ) 
Shortly before midnight Homma 
was taken from a prisoner of war 
camp 35 miles south of Manila’ 
and driven to the Philippine re- 
habilitation detention center, in- 
formants reported. 

Soon after midnight a firing 
squad, understood to include both 
officers and enlisted men, put him 
to death. 

At 1:45 a.m. a convoy of jeeps, 
weapons carriers, sedans and an 
ambulance drove away from the 
execution ground. A jeep led the 
convoy and an ambulance was 
second. 

The body was returned to the 
prisoner ow war camp, and was 
understood to have been buried 
immediately. 


CIVILIAN ON JAIL ROOF DELAYS 
EXECUTION OF TWO POLES 


LONDON, April 2 (UP)—An un- 
identified civilian delayed the 
execution of two Polish murderers 
toddy by climbing to the roof of 
Wandsworth jail and throwing 
roofing slates into the execution 
court, 

The civilian escaped after hurl- 
ing 50 slates, leaving a big hole 
in the roof of the jail. The execu- 
tion then went on. Marian Gron- 
dowski, 32 years old, and Henryk 
Malinowski, 24, were hanged for 
the murder of Reuben Martiros- 
off, known in Soho circles as 
“Russian Robert.” 


NAMES OF 603 GERMANS

of war criminals and slated for 
arrest.

SOUTHERN BLOC 
ASKS HANNEGAN 
FOR AN APOLOGY 


50 House Members De- 


mand Party Paper Re- 
tract Attack on Case 
Bill Backers. , 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
A group of 50 Sotthern Demo- 
cratic members of Congress called 
on National Party Chairman Rob- 
ert Hannegan today to apologize 
personally to them for a critical 
article in a Democratic headquar- 
ters publication, 

The Southerners held a closed 
meeting and adopted a resolution 
specifically demanding a retrac- 
tion of statements made in the 
April issue of the Democratic Di- 
gest, official organ of the women’s 
division of the party. 

The publication’s statement 
which aroused the Southerners 


was this: 

“And let your representatives 
know that the passage of the re- 
strictive Case (labor disputes) bill 
was a vote against the American 
people.” 

The Case measure was opposed 
by the Administration, but Repub- 
licans and Southern Democrats 
teamed up to pass it 258 to 155, 
on Feb. 7. A toned-down version 
is pending in the Senate. 

The Democrats attending this 
morning’s gathering elected Rep- 
resentative Gossett (Dem.), Texas, 
chairman. He told reporters the 
group adopted “with very’ little 
opposition” a resolution reading: 

“It is moved that the chairman 
appoint a committee to confer 
with Mr. Hannegan in person or 
by long-distance telephone and 
among such other things as the 
committee deems wise and perti- 
nent it shall request of him— 

“1, A retraction of the objection- 
able statement which shall be pub- 
lished through the columns of the 
Democratic Digest and further by 
letter to each Representative who 
voted for the Case bill; and 

“2. That the author of the state- 
ment be made known and that he 
be permanently removed from the 
payroll of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee as well as from 
the staff of all publications now 
or hereafter published under su- 
pervision of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.” 

Prior to the protest meeting, 
Democratic headquarters officials 
had termed the magazine’s com- 
ment “an unfortunate mistake.” 

Mrs. India Edwards, executive 
secretary of the National Commit- 
tee’s women’s division, made this 
comment: 

“We feel terrible about the whole 
thing. It was an unfortunate mis- 
take and a bad choice of words. 


An associate editor without full 
experience was responsible, but it 
never should have been printed.” 


Fluorescent Powder Traps Men 
Stealing 2,000,000 Sugar Stamps 


NEW YORK, April 2 (AP)— 
Five men, including three govern- 
ment guards, were under arrest 


today, charged with stealing 
2,000,000 sugar stamps from the 
OPA verification center. U. S&S. 
Attorney John F. X. McGohey said 
the coupons were worth $600,000 
to black market opergtors. 

Assistant U. S. Attorney Robert 
Mitchell identified the men, all 
Negroes, as Theodore Chambers 
and Clarence E. Rhett, and Wil- 
liam Pennyserver, Kernell Smith 
and Robert Gaston, the last three 
guards. Each is held in $10,000 
bail. Chambers had $1000 in cash 
in his possession when arrested, 
Mitchell said. 

Mitchell told this story of the 
arrests:

Republican members of the House 
Banking Committee today moved

COOLING SHOWERS 
PROMISED TONIGHT

Perspiring St. Loulsang who got 
their first taste of this year’s hot 
weather yesterday when the ther- 
mometer climbed to 91 degrees, a 
record for April 1, were promised 
some relief in the form of cooling 
showers tonight and tomorrow by 
Assistant Meteorologist Arthur A.

A temperature of 88 degrees was 
reached at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon but a drop to the 60s was 
predicted for tomorrow morning 
and tomorrow afternoon should be 
relatively cool, Rausch said. 

Warm air drawn from Texas by 
a low-pressure center in the Miss- 
issippi valley accounted for yes- 
terday’s hot spell, Rausch said. 
However temperatures in the 
southwest are now falling and 
meteorology charts indicate no 
really cold or very warm weather 
in sight for the rest of this week. 

The early spring has brought 
plum, cherry and peach trees in- 
to bloom weeks ahead of their 
normal se&Ason and the prospects 
for a bountiful fruit crop are good 
unless there is a frost. Killing 
frosts have been recorded as late 
as May 22, Rausch pointed out, 
but the average date for the last 
frost of spring is April 3.

Business District Engulfed 
in Morning Before 
Working Hours—Wit- 
nesses Describe Disas- 
ter.

HILO, Hawaii, April 2 (AP)— 
Hilo’s death toll might have been 
in the thousands had yesterday's 
great tidal waves struck two or 
three hours later. 

The swells engulfed Hilo’s 
waterfront business district just 
as the city was waking. A little 
later, employes and shoppers 
would have thronged warehouses 
and stores in the devastated area, 

The warning given by the two 
smaller of ilo’s three waves 
saved hundreds, who had time to 
flee from the waterfront.

Most people were just 
getting out of bed or were at 
breakfast. 

Children drowned in their 
beds. Adults died trying to 
fight clear of the boiling wa- 
ters.

Taft Toldto‘Shut Up’or Be ‘Thrown 


ut on Chairman 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, walked out of a Senate Edu- 


cation and Labor Committee meet- 
ing today after Chairman James 
E. Murray (Dem.), Montana, told 
him repeatedly to “shut up.” 

The wrangle occurred as the 
committee started hearings on the 
Wagner - Murray - Dingell bill, a 
comprehensive public health meas- 
ure recommended by President 
Truman. 

Murray rose in his seat and 
shook his fist at Taft. “I’m chair- 
man of this committee and I want 
you to subside!” Murray shouted. 
“Tl want you to subside. If you 
don’t shut up, I’ll get these offi- 
cers in here and have you thrown 
out!” 

Taft retorted angrily: “IT am 
leaving your committee and I 
shall not attend any more of its 
hearings. I think the country will 
know and the Senate will know 
that it is a completely one-sided, 
prejudiced, unfair committee.” 

Then Taft's parting word to 
Murray was: “I shall take this 
matter to the Senate floor!” 

The argument started when 
Murray, making an opening state- 


ment, placed in the record an edi- 
torial from today’s Washington 
Post praising the proposed public 
health program. 

Murray praised the editorial and 
said it contained “good advice to 
people not to be making charges 
that this measure is communistic.” 

Taft broke in. “Well, Mr, Chair- 
man,” he said, “if you're going to 
be partisan, I will too. I think 
this bill is socialistic——” 

“Now you keep quiet,” Murray 
interrupted angrily. 

“I think this bill is the most 
socialistic measure ever proposed 
seriously *o the Congress,” Taft 
went on. “This committee is be- 
ing run a8 a propaganda machine 
which will go on for a month—” 

“That’s a slander and a false- 
hood!” Murray shouted. “You're 
very discourteous.” 

“You've showed your position,” 
Taft answered. “It’g just a prop- 
aganda machine.” 

“It's people like you,” Murray 
shot back, “who have ruined pro-

At Honolulu, William W. Mona- 
han, chairman of the Hawali Red 
Cross, estimated that 4000 refugees 
asked for shelter in the Hawalian 
islands.

Gov. Ingram Stainback of the 
Territory of Hawafi, invoked 
the Hawalian defense act “for the 
safeguarding of life and property 
and the preservation of law and 
order” in ravaged areas. 

Casualty reports appeared to be 
complete from all damaged areas 
except the island of Hawaii, on 
which Hilo with its 25,000 popula- 
tion is situated. Hilo was the worst 
hit. 

There was some hope that Hi- 
lo’s death toll might not reach the 
naval officer’s estimate of 300. A 
score of persons previously re- 
ported missing had been saved 
from the waters off Hawaii by 
Army and Navy air-sea rescue 
planes and small surface craft. 

Hawaiians could not estimate 
the damage, except in the millions 
of dollars. Herbert C. Shipman, 
Hilo sugar planter, said $700,000 
worth of raw sugar was swept 
into the ocean with the destruc- 
tion of wharfs. Large amounts

Navy dispatches from Midway 
and tiny Johnston islands report- 
ed major damage to communica- 
tions facilities, but no loss of Navy 
personnel, New equipment and 
radio technicians were dispatched 
to the islands. 

There were no reports of ships 
at sea in distress. One geologist 
said the vast length of such 
waves, from crest to crest, would 
enable vessels to ride them out 
without difficulty. 

Lighthouse Swept Away. 

Ketchiean, Alaska, reported a 
100-foot wave had swept Scotch 
Cap lighthouse from the Aleutian 
island of Unimak with an esti- 
mated loss of 10 lives. The light- 
house was 100 feet above the 
water. 

A minor wave caused slight dam- 
age at Dutch Harbor, 120 miles to 
the west, shortly afterward. 

Coast Guard stations reported 
no extensive damage and no loss 
of life in the Pacific northwest 


NEW YORK, April 2 (UP)— 
The “‘tidal” wave which originated 
near Dutch Harbor, Alaska, Was 
caused by a “vertical drop” in 
the ocean floor and may have 
traveled 10,000 miles, Father Jos- 
eph Lynch, seismologist at Ford- 
ham University, said today. 

Earthquakes are of two types, 
he said, in which the earth’s crust 
moves either vertically or hori- 
zontally. Those off Japan are us- 
ually “vertical drops.” Those off 
the western and eastern coast of 
the Americas are almost always 
horizontal, 

The earth shock was recorded at 
Fordham laboratory at 7:38 a m. 
and the first wave was sighted at 
Santa Cruz, Calif. at 1:15 p. m. 
(12:15 p. m, St. Louls time). Thus 
the waves swept 2,000 miles in less 
than six hours—a speed of more 
than 330 miles an hour, Most tidal 
waves travel only about 100 miles 
an hour, Father Lynch said.

Water from all sides rushes in 
to fill the depression, thus setting 
up a huge wave that goes out in 
all directions.”

The former diplomat protested 
indignantly that never in. his life 
did he advocate so much as lift- 
ing a finger against a Jew. He 
pald he explained to Horthy that 
beati Jews to death was uh- 

. thinkable, but that all Jews should 
be expelled from public office and 
the Jewish population of Buda- 
pest segregated in concentration 
camps. yA (wR a ogee 

Ribbéntfop was farther quoted 
by Schmidt as having addressed 
Horthy to this effect: “If the Jews 
are able to work they must be 
miade to work. If they are unable 
to work then they may succumb. 
There are such things as tubercu- 
josis' and other diseases. This is 
not cruelty. We kill hares and 
other innocent creatures because 
they feed on our crops. Every 
country which did not get rid of 
its Jews has perished. Persia was 
once a great power. It was over- 
run by Jews, and look at it to- 
day!" 

In shocked tones, the witness 
protested that these were not his 
personal sentiments. He was 
merely quoting Adolf Hitler, he 
explained, in order to get some 
action out of Horthy. 

Hitler ‘A Bit Harsh.’ 

“The Fuehrer was a bit harsh 
in his attitude towards the Jews,” 
Ribbentrop commented sadly. “He 
‘was convinced that Jews were re- 
sponsible for starting the war,” 

He, himself, the witness assert- 
ed, had frequently argued with 
Hitler that Nazi policy regarding 
Jews should be completely altered. 

Earlier in 1943, on Feb. 25, it 
was brought out, Ribbentrop had 
a conference on the same subject 
with Benito Mussolini and Count 
Galeazzo Ciano. According to reo- 
ords of the meeting, Ribbentrop 
told Mussolini that a lot of un- 
pleasant things had happened in 
France and that Hitler held the 
Jews to have been responsible, 
Therefore, he had decided to re 
settle them all in Asia and Africa, 

Mussolini was sald to have con- 
sented to the program, 

Thefts From the Louvre, 

After Ribbentrop was led to ad- 
mit that Otto Abetz, Nazi ambas- 
sador to Vichy France, was under 
his jurisdiction he was outraged 
by the reading of a captured re- 
port in which the German military 
administration tn France accused 
Abetz of having pilfered art trena- 
ures from the Louvre, contrary to 
military orders. 

“Not a single art object was 
taken from the Louvre by Abetz,” 
shouted Ribbentrop, “On one oc- 
casion the Petain government sent 
me a valuable French painting to 
Berlin. It was a birthday present.” 

With lips primly pursed, the 
witness concluded virtuously: “I 
returned it.” 

Under further examination by 
Col. John H. Amen of the Ameri- 
can prosecution, Ribbentrop attri- 
buted his decline as foreign minis 
ter to a pledge which he made to 
Hitler in 1941 and which after 
wards he bitterly regretted. On 
occasions when there was a strong 
difference of opinion it was Rib- 
bentrop’s custom to offer his res- 
ignation. This time the Fuehrer 
lost his temper and got very ex- 
cited. With a shudder the witness 
expressed his reluctance to recall 
details of the scene which Hitler 
made. It ended with Ribbentrop’s 
taking an oath never to cross the 
Fuehrer again. He could still de- 
bate suggestions, but when they 
became orders he resisted no long-

Kamehameha, a street of ware- 
houses, cheap frame hotels and 
little shops, was reduced to a 
muddied mass of wreckage, En- 
tire buildings were missing. The 
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fate of their occupants was un- 
known. 

Streets were blocked by rubble 
that once was buildings. Power 
lines were down, Railroad tracks 
were twisted.

Out in the harbor, the ocean 
was pouring through the break- 
water that cost several million 
dollars to build. :

Huge warehouses were flattened 
by the force of the water, and 
buildings had been crushed like 
eggshells and swept from their 
foundations. 

The waves played gruesome 
tricks. A house was perched on a 
bridge. An oil barge was balanced 
on the edge of a dock. The Hilo 
Yacht Club,.which had a huge 
dance floor, was moved several 
hundred feet. 

A bar was cleared of furniture; 
in its place the wave left cactus 
plants that formerly grew outside. 


Eight Earthquakes Recorded at 
St. Louis U. Yesterday. 


The St. Louis University seismo- 

graph recorded eight successive 
earthquakes originating early yes- 
terday in the northern Pacific off 
the Alaskan coast—believed to be 
the center of the tidal wave that 
caused destruction in Hawali, Cali- 
fornia and Alaska... 
Three strong shocks, beginning 
at 6:38 a.m., were followed by five 
earthquakes of less intensity, end- 
ing at 8:05 a.m. 

Dr. Ross R. Heinrich, assistant 
professor of geophysics, said it 
was unusual to have so many 
earthquakes of such strength re- 
corded successively from the same 
place. The earth disturbances 
ranked with some of the most 
severe ever recorded here, he 
added,

The first step in the program 
was the request to Congress for 
continuation of the draft to assure 
a standing army of .1,550,000 on 
next July 1, with a subsequent re- 


‘duction to 1,070,000 by July 1, 1947. 


The second step was a recommen- 
dation that a national guard of 
622,500 be authorized, 

Currently more than 225,000 offi- 
cers of World War IT have accept- 
ed commissions in the reserve, and 
about 300,000 enlisted men have 
signed up.

Suit to disbar Harold D. Conner, 
lawyer appointed administrator of 
the estate of Mrs. Josie B. Gregor, 
who died April 22, 1940, was filed 
in circuit court today by the bar 
committee of the Eighth Judicial 
District on ground of misconduct 
in the administration of the estate. 

The suit alleges that Conner

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
enate leadérs were reported un- 
officially today to have agreed to 
drop the Administration's 65-75 
cents minimum wage plan and ac- 
cept a flat increase to 60 cents.

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VARDAMAN VOTE 
NEAR IN SENATE 


DONNELL STILL 
ARGUING FITNESS 


No Action So Far on 
Morse Plea That Each 
Member Study Testi- 
mony Before Balloting 
on Federal Reserve Job. 


WASHINGTON, April 2—Sena- 


tor Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
served notice in the Senate just 
before it recessed today that to- 
morrow he would ask for post- 


ponement of a week in the vote 


on confirmation of Commodore 
James K. Vardaman to member- 
ship on the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System,

WASHINGTON, April 2—A vote 
may come in the Senate late to- 
day on the nomination of Com- 
modore James K. Vardaman, 
White House naval aide, to mem- 
bership on the board of governors 
eof the Federal Reserve System. 

Debate on the nomination was 
continued this afternoon, and the 
vote might be deferred if the Sen- 
ate should act favorably on the 
suggestion that before voting ¢ach 
Senator should study the record 
of testimony heard by a subcom- 
mittee which approved the nomi- 
nation. 

This proposal was made by Sen- 
ator Wayne Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
who pointed out that charges 
against Vardaman were heard on 
the Senate floor for the first time 
yesterday when Senator Forrest 
C. Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, spoke 
for nearly five hours, reviewing 
the testimony heard by the sub- 
committee, which voted four to 
none in favor of the nomination. 

“If there ever was a time when 
this Senate ought to pause in its 
deliberations and take time to 
study matters such as have been 
described here, this is it,” Morse 
said. 

Donnell heartily concurred, but 
there was no decision at the time 
on whether to accept Morse’s sug- 
gestion. 

Millikin Questions Donnell. 

Senator Eugene. D. Millikin, 
(Rep.) Colorado, took up today 
where he had left off yesterday, 
frequently interrupting Donnell 
with questions which sought to 
mitigate Donnell’s charges against 
Vardaman. Millikin was a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee which 
approved the nomination. 

Standing a few feet apart on 
the Republican side of the aisle, 
Donnell and Millikin shouted back 
and forth, waving their arms for 
emphasis. At one point the ex- 
change became so heated that the 
Presiding officer pounded his 
gavel for quiet. , 

Donnell attempted to wring 
from Millikin, a skillful lawyer, a 
statement as to whether he would 
eharacterize as “phony” or 
“forgeries” the signatures affixed 
to affidavits which attributed to 
Vardaman responsibility for a 
padded 1941 inventory of the old 
Vardaman shoe company. 

Millikin evaded a direct answer, 
and Donnell finally gave up the 
effort. Donnell assured the Sen- 
ate that the photostatic copies of 
the affidavits presented to the 
subcommittee had been shown to 
be conformed copies — carbon 
copies—of affidavits signed in the 
office of Frank E. Williams. 

The affidavits were made by 
Sam Reyburn, factory superin- 
tendent of the shoe company, and 
Paul deCoster, the firm’s comp- 
troller. Williams was attorney for 
Frank O. Bittner Jr., who became 
executive vice president of the 
Vardaman firm when he purchased 
a block of stock from Vardaman 
a few weeks before the concern 
entered bankruptcy early in 1942. 

Conf°rmed Copies Common. 

The best that Donnell could get 
from Millikin in the. “phony for- 
gery” exchange, was Millikin’s 
statement that Bittner had nat 
told the truth when he identified 
the signatures on photostats re- 
ceived by the committee as those 
of Reyburn and De Coster. And 
here, Donnell said, Bittner was 
simply mistaken, because he had 
seen Reyburn and De Coster sign 
the original documents. 

The “forgery” claim, Donnell 
warned members of the Senate, 
may have misled them when they 
saw it headlined in the news- 
papers. He reminded those of the 
Senators who are lawyers that 
‘conformed copies, with signatures 
written in by a stenographer, are 
a common practice in dealing with 
record copies of legal documents, 

Donnell took exception to the 
soleinn admonition Millikin had 
given Bittner about the penalties 
for perjury, while no such warning 
| was given to Reyburn or De Cos- 
ter. Bittner had been mistaken, 
i} Donnell thought, in a statement 
he made with reference to United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore which, however, had no 
bearing on the qualifications of 
Vardaman for the position to 
which he has been nominated. It 
was this statement of Bittner 
which occasioned the perjury 
warning. 

Reyburn and De Coster, appear- 
ing as witnesses for Vardaman, 
repudiated their affidavits, saying 
they made them only because 
Bittner threatened them with the 
loss of their jobs. 

Senator Morse to Rescue. 

“In my judgment,” said Donnell, 
“the perjury was the statements 
of De Coster and Reyburn in their 
testimony before the committee— 
not in the affidavits which they 
repudiated.” 

Millikin attempted to offset the 
entire testimony of Bittner, Rey- 
burn and De Coster, asking if 
Donnell knew the rule of law un- 
der which a jury may disregard 
all testimony by a witness who 
does not tell the truth in any par- 
ticular. 

Senator Morse came to the res- 
cue, saying a different rule should 


Some members of the a 


apply to members of the Senate, 
who, presumably, can weigh and 
evaluate a mixture of truth and 
untruth. 

Donnell added that Vardaman 
was not here on trial and that 
the mere “negative failure to 
prove his disqualification” should 
not mean that he must be con- 
firmed. He compared the test to 
be applied with that which any 
employer in private industry uses 
ni determining whether he does 
or does not want a particular in- 
dividual in his organization. There, 
he said, the employer would re- 
quire “affirmative evidence that 
the man is qualified.” 

Row Over Admitted Affidavit. 
Donnell referred repeatedly to 
an affidavit made Jan. 29, 1942, by 
De. Coster and acknowledged by 
him to be genuine, in which De 
Coster described a letter and bal- 
ance sheet of the company he sent 
to Vardaman March 12, 1941. 

In the letter, De Coster stated 
that the shoe company’s raw ma- 
terial and supplies inventory as 
set out in the financial] state- 
ment was “estimated ... in ac- 
cordance with our phone conver- 
sation of. yesterday,” and that if 
the actual physical inventory were 
used the company would show a 
substantial loss. 

Asked by Millikin what Varda- 
man’s testimony was on this pur- 
ported telephone . conversation, 
Donnell replied that Vardaman 
testified he could not recall any 
such conversation, if it took place. 
“You now have the letter and 
telephone conversation,” Millikin 
said, “and the testimony shows 
that Vardaman knew nothing 
about them. What is the basis 
for using them now.” 

“Because,” answered Donnell, 
“De Coster admitted he wrote this 
affidavit.” 

“You want the Senate to be- 
lieve in these discredited affi- 
davits,” Millikin said. 
Millikin picked up another of 
Donnell’s statements and asked 
him if he now was affirming there 
was anything in the record to in- 
dicate De Coster and Reyburn had 
a corrupt interest in denying the 
substance of the affidavits made 
in Williama’s office. 

Donnell said he was affirming 
it was to their advantage to deny 
the affidavits. He said that he 
would show that Vardaman him- 
self, according to the testimony of 
Williams, wanted the affidavits 
destroyed “and that the Commo- 
dore himself applied the match.” 

Would Eliminate Nothing. 
Asked by Millikin if he would 
eliminate the affidavits from con- 
sideration and still say Varda- 
man had advance knowledgge of 
the inventory padding, Donnell 
replied he would not eliminate a 
single sentence. 

“The fact that Bittner claimed 
he was defrauded in the sale of 
stock in the Vardaman Shoe Co. 
less than 30 days before the com- 
pany went into bankruptcy, justi- 
fies the inference that Vardaman 
had full knowledge of the tamper- 
ing and reasons therefor,” Don- 
nell said. 

Conflict in Testimony. 
The point at issue throughout 
most of yesterday’s debate was 
Vardaman’s initial statement to 
the committee that he left the old 
Vardaman Shoe Co. of St. Louis in 
June 1941, when he took charge of 
the naval intelligence office in St. 
Louis. 
Donnell brought out that as 
shown by Vardaman's own testi- 
mony under cross-examination 
this was not the fact, that Varda- 
man had maintained supervision 
over the company’s operations. 
Furthermore, he read from the 
minutes of meetings of directors 
of the company to show that Var- 
daman attended-every directors’ 
meeting up to the time the com- 
pany entered bankruptcy in the 
following February. The minutes, 
quoting Vardaman’s reports to the 
directors, showed that while in 
charge of the naval intelligence of- 
fice he also maintained close su- 
pervision over operations of the 
shoe company. 

This showed, Donnell] insisted, 
that Vardaman had “colored” his 
testimony before the subcommit- 
tee, and so had disqualified him- 
self on one of the two criteria 
which Donnell set up as de- 
terminant of the fitness of the 
nominee. 

When Donnell is through, three 
members of the subcommittee 
which approved the nomination 
will be heard—Millikin, Chairman 
George L. Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land, and Senator Ernest W. Mc- 
Farland (Dem.), Arizona. They 
had their heads together through 
most of yesterday’s session, with 
the two Democrats crossing the 
aisle to gather around Millikin’s 
desk. :

Veterans Storm America First Rally 
---Meeting in Uproar and Fists Fly

Thirty-five veterans of World 
War II turned an America First 
party rally at Kiel Auditorium 
into an uproar for 15 minutes last 
night with the veterans and the 
audience exchanging oral brick- 
bats, but they failed to break up 


the meeting. 

Gerald L. K. Smith, head of the 
party, arrived 20 minutes after the 
disturbance ended and gave his 
scheduled oration, a rambling 
harangue in which he attacked 
Jews, Communists, Great Britain 
and Russia and called the vet- 
erans who caused the disorder 
“poor, misguided boys.” 

About 200 persons were gathered 
in Assembly Hall No. 2 in the 
auditorium awaiting Smith’s ar- 
rival when the veterans, marching 
two abreast and led by Raymond 
J. Koch, 4140 Washington avenue, 
pushed into the room and mounted 
the stage. All were dressed in 
civilian clothes, but Koch wore a 
battle jacket. 

Objector Brushed Aside. 


Almost immediately the tumult 
started. Don Lohbeck, a former 
St. Louisan, conscientious objector 
to military service and publicity 
man for Smith, attempted to bar 
the veterans by slamming the door 
but he/ was brushed aside. 

“You can’t come in here!” shout- 
ed Lohbeck, a short, slight man 
with long dark hair. “You haven't 
any tickets!” 

Disregarding him, the veterans, 
with one carrying an American 
flag, leaped to the stage and Koch 
started speaking into a micro- 
phone. “We've come to tell you 
about the people you are here to 
listen to,” he began. At this point 
someone cut off the public address 
system. 

Varied Yells From Audience. 


The audience, stunned momen- 
tarily by the unexpected and some- 
what violent intrusion, began yell- 
ing. Over the din were heard 
shouts of “Let ’em talk” and “Get 
‘em out.” 

Lohbeck, obviously flustered and 
with his -hair disheveled, climbed 
on a chair in front of the stage. 
He screamed at Koch, “I’ve cut 
you off the air.” 

Koch, a husky young man, calm- 
ly retorted, “I've got a loud voice 
and I'm going to talk.” He 
launched into a tirade against 
Smith, 

Lohbeck, with an open Bible in 
his hand, yelled to plainclothes po- 
licemen in the audience, “We rent- 
ed this hall! Get them out!” 

“Draft Dodger” Chanted. 

Four detectives rushed to the 
front of the hall, but instead of 
interfering with the veterans, they 
lifted Lohbeck off the chair and 
half-carried him out of the room. 
Near the rear door, a couple of 
punches were swung at Lohbeck 
but in the confusion it was not 
determined who did the swinging. 
No arrests were made... 

As Lohbeck was escorted out, 
the veterans pointed at him and 
chanted “draft dodger.” 

Koch and two other veterans 
spoke briefly, calling Smith a rab- 
ble-rouser and criticizing the au- 
dience. “We saw people like you 
in Germany,” declared Koch, his 


voice rising above the jeers of the 

spectators, many jof whom stood 

on chairs to get a better view, 
Gives Fascist Salute. 

Shouts of “get out,” “you aren’t 
soldiers,” and “get yourself a hall” 
came from the audience. One 
woman was seen to give a Fascist 
salute which drew the wrath of 
one veteran. “There are plenty of 
women like you in Germany,” he 
shouted, 

The public address system was 
restored, but the excMange of 
shouts made it almost impossible 
to hear as Koch continued his 
impromptu talk. “We fought and 
died for our country but not for 
people like you,” he said. 

“You didn’t die,” some one 
yelled, 

“No, but a lot of our buddies 
did,” he replied. 

The other veterans who spoke 
asserted that “people who preach 
hatred and spread poison are not 
fit to be listened to.” They urged 
the audience to leave but the pleas 
went unheeded. 

Meanwhile, Lohbeck sat in an 
anteroom outside. His hands shook 
nervously as he drank two glasses 
of water. “Those fellows (vet- 
erans) had counterfeit tickets,” he 
told reporters. He remained there 
until the veterans voluntarily left 
the hall. 

Tells of Difficulties. 


Lohbeck returned to the stage 
and told the audience that the 
intruders were “not representative 
of the veterans of this country.” 
After reading from the Bible, he 
recounted the difficulties party 
speakers had encountered in va- 
rious cities and blamed the dis- 
turban¢es on “Communists who 
are making a concerted effort to 
break up all America First meet- 
ings.” 

While waiting for Smith to ar- 
rive, the audience said the Lord's 
Prayer and sang “America,” 
“Battle Hymn of the Republic” and 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers.” By 
the time Smith showed up, the 
attendance had increased by 100 
more. persons. 

The applause was deafening as 
Smith strode into the hall, “I un- 
derstand some of our friends vis- 
ited us tonight and tried to break 
up the meeting,” he said, “It’s the 
same old Communistic pattern. 
This was not just a local instance, 
the wires are pulled elsewhere 
and these poor, misguided boys 
put on the act.” 

On four occasions, during his 
two-hour oratien he mentioned his 
own son, who he said was wound- 
ed five times in fighting behind 
Japanese lines in Burma on a vol- 
unteer mission. Smith perspired 
freely and gestured wildly, and his 
wife, seated behind him on the 
stage, nodded approval at the right 
moment. 

After a collection was taken up, 
tickets for another party meeting 
tonight, at which the Rev. Arthur 
W. Terminiello, suspended Roman 
Catholic priest, is scheduled to 
speak, were distributed. The trial 
of Father Terminiello in Chicago 
on disorderly conduct charges 
growing out of a disturbance at a 
party meeting last Feb. 7 continued 


today.

Further Loss of Elms Expected 
By Uncontrollable Virus Disease 


Destruction of Hundreds of Trees Here Be- 
lieved Likely — Damage Greater 
in Other Areas.

Continued destruction of elm 
trees in St. Louis city and county 
is anticipated this summer as.a 
result of the strange virus disease 
which has been attacking these 
trees in the Ohio, Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys, defying all at- 
tempts for control and correction. 

City Forester Elbert R, Olmsted 
and August P, Bellman, manager 
of the Missouri Botanical Arbore- 
tum at Gray Summit, said today 
they expect hundreds.of these 
popular shade trees to be lost here 
this year, but both said the sever- 
ity of the destruction could not 
be determined before early sum- 
mer, 

In comparison to the high rate 
of destructiveness of this un- 
checked disease in some Midwest 
localities, they said, damage in 
the St, Louis area has been rela- 
tively light. Olmsted estimated 
that nearly 5000 trees, or about 5 
per cent of the city’s elms, had 
been wiped out since the blight 
first appeared here three or four 
years ago. 

About 20 Pct. in County. 

Bellman said no accurate fig- 
ures are available for the county, 
but .he thought the loss during 
the same period would probably 
not exceed 20 per cent. In con- 
trast, Columbus, Ohio, has lost 
more than 25,000 of its 80,000 
American elm trees. 

In studying the incident of trees 
stricken in St. Louis, a number 
of unaccountable and contradic- 
tory situations were noted, Olm- 
sted said. 

In a row of elms of the same 
variety, half may become infected 
and die while the rest, separated 
by diseased trees, remain healthy. 


In other instances, entire groups 
are destroyed. 

Olmsted added that only two 
small elms had been affected by 
the epidemic in 1380-acre Forest 
Park, while losses in smaller areas 
of the city, particularly in certain 
north and southside residential 
districts, had been relatively high. 

The heaviest mortality, the City 
Forester said, had been among 
60,000 elm trees planted about 10 
years ago under a WPA program, 
and young trees, six to eight inch- 
es in diameter, seemed especially 
vulnerable. The American and 
moline varieties have been hit the 
hardest, while the Chinese elm, a 
less desirable shade tree, appar- 
ently is immune. 


Planting of Elms Halted. 

The city, Olmsted said, has dis- 
continued planting elms as shade 
trees pending discovery of meth- 
ods to check the disease, or until 
the epidemic hag run itg course. 
Trees that die from the disease 
cre removed by the City Forestry 
Department and burned, he said. 

Bellman said the United States 
Department of Agriculture and a 
number of state agencies are en- 
gaged in intensive research in an 
effort to find a method to combat 
the epidemic and to discover the 
manner in which the _ disease, 
known as phloem necrosis, is 
transmitted. 

Some elms of varieties subject 
to attack have shown immunity 
to the disease, he said, and nur- 
serymen are endeavoring to de- 
velop a strain from these trees 
which will not be affected by the 
virus, 

The disease attacks the elms at 
the roots, and the first symptoms 
are wilting of the branches and 
shedding of leaves.

Production of automobile piston 
rings at the Ramsey Corporation, 
3693 Forest Park avenue, was halt- 
ed today by a strike of 650 produc- 
tion employes in a wage dispute. 

Picket lines were established at 
the plant and at the company’s 
warehouse at 2032 Locust street at 
7:30 a.m. Office employes report- 
ed for work, Lee Ramsey, assist- 
ant general manager, said. 

About 500 of the strikers are em- 
ployed at the plant and the rest 
at the warehouse, Ramsey said. 
They are represented by the In- 
— Association of Machin- 
sts. 

Larry Connors, union represent- 
ative, said the strike was precipi- 
tated by the company’s threat to 
cancel retroactive pay increases 
of 7% cents an hour for general 
production workers and 14 cents 
an hour for tool room employes 
and machinists if a walkout oc 
curred before negotiations were 
completed on the rest of the 
union’s wage increase demands. 

Connors said the union sought 
general hourly wage increases of 
21 cents for machinists and. tool 
and die makers and 14 cents fer 
others and that a compromise was 
reached for an increase retroactive 
to Jan. 2 on 50 per cent of the de- 
mand. Futher negotiations on the 
rest were postponed while the 
company sought price relief from 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, he said.

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WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)—

At the request of Representative 
Ludlow (Dem.), Indiana, Porter 
attempted to explain why “no hose 
today” has become the shopkeep- 
er’s password.

GEN, MIHALOVICH 


Asks That American Of- 
ficers Be Permitted to 
Testify at Trial of Chet- 
nik Leader. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
The United States has asked Yugo- 


slavia to permit American Army 
personnel who had contact with 
Gen. Draja Mihailovich to testify 
at the projected treason trial of 
the Chetnik guerilla leader. 

The State Department said today 
it had sent a note Saturday, asking 
for an expression of views on the 
matter, and citing Mihailovich’s 
contributions to the Allied cause 
during the war. No reply has 
been received, a State Department 


press officer said. 


The note recalled that Mihailo- iau-= 


vich organized and led “important 
resistance forces” when the Ger- 
Man army overran Yugoslavia in 
1941, and mentioned “the fact that 
many United States airmen were 
rescued and returned to Allied 
lines through the undaunted ef- 
forts of Gen, Mihailovich’s forces.”

Counting of votes was halted 
suddenly by the Ministry of In- 
terior last night, setting off uncon- 
firmed rumors that something had 
gone amiss in handling the elec- 
tion returns.

(The Associated Press said the 
last totals announced by the min- 
istry, from 1550 of Greece’s 3200 
voting stations, gave the Popu- 
lists 269,498 votes; the National 
bloc, 118,740; the Liberals, 72,390; 
and the Zervas party, 22,907.) 

Populist leader Tsaldaris said 
government election figures were 
inexact and that the party would 
publish its own figures. 

Leftwing parties, which boy- 
cotted the. election because . they 
thought it unfair and based on 
false voting lists, asserted that the 
Royalists were worried by the 
growing indications of a high ab- 
stention rate, 

Over-all figures from 27 of the 
38 electoral regions throughout 
Greece showed an abstention rate 
above 45 per cent, compared to 
the 30 to 40 per cent shown in 
early returns from Athens and 
Salonika. Of 527,776 registered vot- 
ers, only 274,242 cast ballots. 


A Tass news agency dispatch to 
Moscow reported from Athens the 
Greek elections “occurred under 
conditions of exceptional terror.” 
Tass saic armed motorized patrols 
circled workers’ quarters in Ath- 


ens and Piraeus. The dispatch re- 
ported many persons were taken 
forcibly to the polls. It said as 
many as 75 per cent of the people 
boycotted the elections in certain 
districts. 

In London, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman said reports from 
Greece “did not suggest that either 
disorder or intimidation had taken 
place.”

International discussions in re- 
cent weeks have tended to indi- 
cate that the United States at 
some future date plans to entrust 
some of its atomic information to 
the United Nations.

Scientist Says 500 Atomic Bombs 
Would Destroy a Nation. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., April 2 
(AP) — Dr. Harrison S. Brown, 
scientist with the Oak Ridge 
(Tenn.) atomic bomb project, esti- 
mated here yesterday it would 
take ‘about 500” atomic bombs to 
destroy a nation. 

Dr. Brown, who addressed a 
conference on atomic energy at- 
tended by about 200 civic and busi- 
ness leaders in this area, said the 
number of bombs needed for cem- 
plete destruction might vary from 
100 to 1000 and that it would take 
a nation from two to four years to 
produce that number after making 
the first bomb. 

David L. Hill of the University 
of Chicago bomb project said that 
if the flying bombs which man- 
aged to get through to London had 
been equipped with atomic war- 
heads, the city “would have been 
obliterated in one day.” 

He agreed with other scientists 
who appeared on the rostrum in 
saying that “there is no physical 
defense against the atomic bomb. 


The only possible defense is to re- 
move the motivation for its use.”

The former Minnesota Gover- 
nor’s statement left little doubt 
about his disappointment over the 
committee’s action late yesterday 
in naming Reece, a close political 
associate of Senator Robert Taft 


and former Governor John W. 
Bricker of Ohio, over two other 
candidates. Reece succeeds Her- 
bert E. Brownell Jr., who resigned 
to devote full time to his New 
York law practice. 

With the almost solid backing of 
southern Republicans, plus some 
such veterans of political battles 
as Werner Schroeder of Illinois, 
Reece won on the third ballot in a 
torrid committee session. 

The 56-year-old Tennesseean, a 
veteran of nearly 25 years of con- 
gressional service, told delegates 
at a victory dinner last night that 
he realizes the national chairman 
“cannot make the Republican 
party or determine its destinies.” 

That was the point made by 
Stassen, who said he did not be- 
lieve Reece's selection “constitutes 
a declaration by the Republican 
party as to its policy or platform.” 

Senator Wayne Morse, Oregon 
Republican, said the banquet meet- 
ing was “a grand flop.” 

“If the program, which its lead- 
ers announced at the banquet, 
is to constitute Republican policy 
during the next two years, the Re- 
publican National Committee will 
re-elect Harry Truman in spite of 
everything he is doing to defeat 
himself,” Morse asserted. 

Stassen to Co-operate, 

Stassen said significantly he was 
prepared to co-operate with Reece 
in this year’s congressional elec- 
tions. He did not go further than 
that. 

“Of course,” Stassen said, “it is 
well known that I-do not approve 
of Chairman Reece's stand on 
many issues in the past.” 

Stassen declined to amplify his 
remarks, but it was apparent he 
considers Reece's congressional 
record on international issues 
open to question. 

Reece’s forces, headed by Wal- 
ter Hallanan, West Virginia com- 
mitteeman, defeated former Sen- 
ator John A: Danaher of Con- 
necticut, generally regarded as the 
choice of Gov.

Against Class Division.

NAVY LISTENS IN 
ON SOVIET RADIO TO 
GET WEATHER DATA 


U.S. Forecasts for Pacific 
Based on Information 
From Siberia. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
The Navy forecasts Pacific ocean 
weather by listening in on Rus- 
gia’s meteorological broadcasts. 

Capt. H. T. Orville of the Navy's 
weather service said today that 
termination of the plan which gave 
the United States a Navy aerologi- 
cal mission in Siberia had created 
no serious difficulties. 

Monitor stations at Adak, in the 
Alewians, Guam, Japan and Shang- 
hai now pick up the Russian 
weather radio broadcasts and in- 
corporate the data needed for use 


by surface or air craft in the Pa- 
cific weather plot. 

The Russian broadcasts are sent 
in internationally recognized sym- 
bols. The system works both ways 
~—-Russia uses weather information 
needed for its continental forecast 
from broadcasts of United States 
weather material reported by sta- 
tions in Greenland and Iceland. 

Orville said Pacific forecasts are 
of particular value now because of 
the presence of large numbers of 
naval ships and aircraft in that 
ocean. The best possible forecasts 
also are needed in the extensive 
mine-sweeping still being done 
throughout the westefn and cen- 
tral Pacific. 

In addition to monitoring the 
Siberian broadcasts, Orville said, 
the Navy checks details through 
two points of contact with the 
Russians, Soviet liaison officers 
stationed here and United States 
Weather Bureau nien attached to 
the American embassy in Moscow.

“On several occasions, I have 
taken the opportunity to commend 
publicly the high standard main- 
tained by our forces engaged in 


Gen. MacArthur said. “I have, 
however, recently received letters 
from American homes expressing 
grave concern and deep distress 
over published reports suggestive 
of an existing widespread, pro- 
miscuous relationship between 
members of the occupying forces 
and Japanese women of immoral 
character.” 

He said measures had been tak- 
en to curb prostitution and to 
provide troops with healthy recre- 
ation, but that moral leadership 
also was necessary. 

An order barring all social con- 
tact with the Japanese people 
would be useless, Gen. MacArthu 
added.

In 
World War I he rose from private 
to. battalion commander and re- 
ceived the Distinguished Service 
Cross, Distinguished Service Med- 
al and Purple Heart decorations 
from the United States, and the 
Croix de Guerre with Palm from 
France. 

Long a leader of the Republican 
party in his state and the south, 
he came into national party promi- 
nence as chairman of the resolu- 
tions committee which had the 
task of bringing accord between 
congressional leaders and commit- 
tee members at the 1944 meeting 
of the national committee. 

Reece's district is one of the 
two out of ten in Tennessee which 
have been traditionally Republi- 
can. It normally gives an over- 
whelming vote to all Republican 
candidates in general elections, 
but in recent years it has given 
substantial primary votes to the 
Democratic candidates for state- 
wide offices who have been sup- 
ported by the dominant organiza- 
tion headed by E. H. Crump and 
Senator K. D. McKellar. 

Minority groups in both the 
Republican and Democratic par- 
ties in Tennessee have charged 
that the Reece forces had a work- 
ing alliance with the Crump or- 
ganization to split the offices.

HERE is trouble in the United Nations Security Council. There 
There is trouble in Korea, in Austria 
and in Germany. And now, just to complete the tale of conflicts 


between this country and the Soviet Union, there has been a sharp 
dispute in the Far East Council between the American member, Gen. 
Frank McCoy, and the Soviet representative, Gen. Nicolai Novikov. 


It was caused by the Soviet effort 


to put off the Japanese elections, 


now scheduled for April 10, in order to give left wing Japanese ele- 


ments time to gain strength. 


It presages serious trouble over Japan, 


as is indicated by the sudden barrage of attacks on Gen. MacArthur 


in the Moscow press, 


Such is the unhappy foreground 
of the world picture. Still in the 
background, however, is the great 
issue which will finally determine 
the nature of Soviet-American re- 
lations, and therefore the nature | 
of the world future. That issue 
is the internationalization of the. 
Mew weapons. The issue has at 
last been brilliantly crystalized in. 
the report on international con- 
trol of atomic energy prepared by 
the committee headed by Under 
Secretary of State Dean G. Ache- 
son. The report was the one 
bright spot of a grim week. 


Practical World Government. 


The implications of this report 
are very hard to overstate. The 
best proof of this is provided by 
a simple fact. The question of the 
future of the United Nations has 
naturally been much discussed by 
Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes and his entourage, while 
they have been fighting at the Se- 
curity Council meetings to give to 
the United Nations real strength 


and meaning a: a world organiza- 
tion. The majority of these men 
frankly acknowledge that it is not | 
enough merely to insist on the 
right of small nations to be heard, 
and to prevent the Soviets from 
extending the veto power. They 
believe that the United Nations 
must eventually acquire certain 
elements of sovereignty, if it is 


to be the effective world organ- 
ization which our policy-makers 
are struggling to create. They be- 
lieve that this acquisition of sov- 
ereignty by the United Nations 
must be a gradual and natural 
growth (for they know only too 
well the political impracticality of 
the plans of the “world govern- 
ment” advocates). And they see 
the most significant of the ele- 
ments of sovereignty which the 
United Nations must acquire in 
the system of atomic energy con- 
trol so admirably outlined in the 


Acheson committee report. 
Obviously, the United Nations 

will gain a vital element of sov- 

ereignty by establishment under 


U.N. of an atomic energy author- 
ity, to own, operate and contro! 
every mine and installation em- 
ployed in the process of fissionable 
material, to regulate and control 
all uses of fissionable material, 


and to insure against violation of 


its regulations by international in- 
spection. This is what the Ache- 
son committee report calls for. 
As conceived by the American pol- 
icy makers, it would be only the 
first installment of the elements 
of sovereignty which the U.N, re- 
quires. The other installments 
would come with settlement of 
other problems, such as control 
of the non-atomic new weapons, 
and general disarmament. But the 
first installment would always be 
the most important. 
One World Or None. 

Unfortunately, however, any 
sensible man can see the immense 
gap between writing a report like 
that of the Acheson committee 
and putting the report into effect. 
In the last analysis, the United 
States can propose, but the Soviet 
Union will dispose. That is the 
connection between the foreground 
and background of the world pic- 
ture. In the background, the prob- 
lem of control of the new weap- 
ons looms hugely, pointing the 
lesson of “one world or none.” In 
the foreground, the innumerable 


‘troubles with the Soviet Union in- 
'dicate how far we are from attain- 


ing world unity. 

These troubles arise, essentjally, 
from a conflict of policy. Present 
Soviet policy is nationalist and im- 
perialist, which explains everything 
the Soviets are doing «from the 
Iranian adventure totheir effort to 
extend their United Nations veto. 
United States policy, though often 
badly implemented, is fundament- 
ally and sincerely a “one world” 
policy. The final test between the 
two policies is likely to come, and 
ought to come, when the effort is 
made to solve the basic problem of 
control of the new weapons—which 
is the problem that makes “one

ET Turkey be the guinea pig 
for testing American-British- 
Russian relations, Iran doesn't 
want to be. — 

Iran remembers its good-neigh+ 
bor policy with Russia under the 
czar. It means to revert to that 
policy and is even ready to grant 
oil concessions to achieve that. 


Above all Iran does not intend 
to let the United Nations ruin its 
chances of coming to an agree- 
ment with Russia—at this stage 
at least. 

Maybe America Is solidly behind 
Iran and will not let Russia pley 
havoc with its independence. But 
after all America is far away, 
while Russia is a neighbor. 

While the eyes and ears of the 
world are turned toward Tehran, 
political activities in the Iranian 
capital these days are centered 
within the British and Russian 
Embassy compounds and the 
thick-carpeted offices of Premier 
Ahmed Qavam, 

All this does not mean that Iran 
is ready to sacrifice its independ 
ence to Russian domination. The 
country’s public opinion is behind 
its burly, dark-spectacled, gray- 
haired 70-year-old Premier. The 
Leftists are with him because he 
placates Russia; the rightists, be 
cause they are afraid of Russia; 
the Centrists, because they are 
traditionally behind the Govern- 
ment. 

No written agreement concern 
ing the withdrawal of Russian 
troops has been signed, but many 
observers feel that Qavam has at 
least given verbal assurances to 
Moscow. 

The premier \is in an excellent 
position to negotiate with the Rus- 
sians. He has the moral support 
of the U.N.O. Iso he is backed 
by two Iranian laws. One forbids 
the Premier to grant oil conces- 
sions to foreign powers. The oth- 
er states that no elections can be 
held so long as the country is oc- 
cupied by foreign troops. 

Probably Qavam answered Rus- 
sia's demands by assuring it that 
he would do his best once a Par- 
Hament had been elected, but that 
he could not act before the coun- 
try had been evacuated.

C’est Moi, Monsieur

To find fault with “This is me,” ex- 
cept by the most ignorant of pedants, 
is, I believe, of quite recent usage. 

Correct usage is judged first by the 
custom of well-educated people, A well- 
educated man may occasionally make a 
slip, as when Mr. Gladstone occasioned 
roars of laughter in the House of Com- 
mons by. pronouncing “sugar” with the 
“uy” as in “but.” And though Mr. Glad- 
stone stuck to his guns—“Sugar, Mr. 
Speaker, I repeat it, Sir, sugar”—nobody 
took him seriously, and my guess is 
that when later he asked his wife for 
sugar at the tea table, he pronounced 
the word in the conventional way. 

Al Smith, of course, always said 
“radio” with a short “a.” Usage would 
not defend this, but he might have found 
a pedant to defend it by reference to 
the Latin. 

But Mr. Churchill's use of the pro- 
noun “me” disjunctively was, until quite 
recently, the more common usage, and 
is still frequent among educated people. 
Dr. Murray, editor in chief of the New 
English (“Oxford”) Dictionary, ex- 
plained the usage many years ago. 
“Me,” he told us, is not only the accu- 
gative of the conjunctive personal pro- 
noun “I”; it is also both nominative and 
accusative of the disjunctive personal 
pronoun, equivalent to the French

What Reduced Rates? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Union Electric advertises new low 
rates. I fail to find the low rates. 

According to the advertisement, the 
present urban residential rate is 5 cents 

for the first 32 kilowatt-hours and 2% 
cents for the next 168. That makes the 
hill $3.30 for 100 KWH. The advertised 
proposed rates would make 100 KWH 
cost $8.20, or 10 cents less. 

However, the residential schedule al- 
ready in effect and printed on a bill I 
received Saturday is 4% cents for the 
first 25 KWH, 2% for the next 150 and 
1% for consumption over 175 KWH— 
which works out to $3.00 for 100 KWH. 

So I am paying 20 cents less now than 
under the proposed reduction, and I am 
also getting free bulb renewal, which 
is to be eliminated, Also note that the 
rate I am paying differs from the one 
stated in the advertisement. Why?

The Knife for Stassen? 


What is happening to the candidacy of Harold 
E, Stassen, who, as it happens, will speak in St. 
Léuis tomorrow evening? Is this young, progres- 
sive and dynamic Republican leader already be- 


ing marked for slaughter by the Old Guard?, 


Will this be Task No. 1 of B, Carroll Reece, who 


was elected yesterday as chairman of the Re-. 


publican National Committee? 

It was announced last week that Mr. Stassen, 
realizing he can expect little help from the pres- 
ent Republican organization, has started an ac- 
tive fight over the 1948 presidential platform 
and nomination. 

To this end he is planning to create a progres- 
sive group to be known as “The Republican Open 
Forum,” Its purpose will be to set up local 
forums throughout the country for active par- 
ticipation by rank-and-file Republicans, especial- 
ly college students and veterans, in the forma- 
tion of party policies. 

It is somewhat ironic that a Republican leader 
of Mr. Stassen’s popularity and stature should 
fee] himself compelled to adopt an independent 
course of this nature. The suspicion naturally 
arises that the Old Guard, sensing in Stassen a 
man who would refuse to do its bidding, is al- 
ready interested in killing off his candidacy. 

The situation is reminiscent of the knife- 
Willkie movement by. the Old Guard that oc- 
curred prior to the 1944 Republican convention. 
Willkie had grown enormously in independence 
and in philosophy since 1940 when he was first 
nominated. His book, “One World,” showed a 
magnificent understanding of the problems that 
would confront us and have actually confronted 
us since the war ended. In many domestic mat- 
ters he had spoken freely, sensibly and progres- 
sively. Willkie sensed that changing times de- 
manded a new type of Republican leadership. 

The analogy between Willkie and Stassen, 
while not perfect, is interesting. Stassen years 
ago declared himself in favor of a strong one- 
world organization to prevent war. He played a 
distinguished part in drafting the San Francisco 
Charter as a member of the American delegation. 
His views on domestic affairs, as recently re- 
printed on this page from an article in the 
American Magazine, while far from radical, do 
show his strong feeling that the Republican party 
must recast itself in harmony with the times. 

Evidently the Old Guard wants no dynamic 
leadership, It prefers party rule by the oligarchy 
of vested interests that has characterized its 
composition for generations. If we glance at the 
history of the Republican party since its glorious 
beginnings in Lincoln’s day, we find that its 
choices for President have been mostly second- or 
third-rate men. Men like Grant, Hayes, Harri- 
son, McKinley, Taft, Harding and Coolidge were 
not great leaders. The single exception in a long 
roll of G. O. P. presidential mediocrities was 
Theodore Roosevelt, and he entered the White 
House as a result of McKinley’s assassination 
after the Old Guard thought they had him care- 
fully stowed away in the vice-presidency. 

In 1946, as in preceding presidential years, the 
Old Guard evidently prefers to sit back and wait 
for Democratic mistakes to make an easy victory 
for them. They would prefer to nominate a 
second-, third- or fourth-rater such as Bricker of 
Ohio than to go forward under the bold leader- 
ship of men like Stassen. 

It may be that the Truman Administration will 
be so unpopular by 1948 that any Republican 
can win, but it would be an empty, sterile and 
only temporary victory for the Republicans if the 
successor to Truman were not a man with strong 
qualities of leadership, the independence of mind 
and the progressive point of view that are de- 
manded in this fateful era. 
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Success for the Legislature 

The Missouri Legislature has completed a 
major part of reconstructing State Government 
to accord with the new Constitution. This was 
a grinding job. It was largely unspectacular 
and did not always command public attention. 
But it was done, and done well. 

The Constitutional Convention required a lit- 
tle more than a year to draw up the new charter 
of the State. In a slightly longer length of time, 
the Legislature has achieved the difficult goal 
of rewriting and consolidating the bulk of state 
law to meet new constitutional requirements. 
Sometimes one paragraph in the new Constitu- 
tion was the source of 200 new or revised sec- 
tions of law. Between 5000 and 6000 sections 
had to be altered, 

The Legislature did its work despite handi- 
caps. It was primarily a wartime Legislature, 
deprived of many young and capable members. 
It lacked sufficient legislative advisers because 
available salaries were no inducement to men 
with necessary legislative experience. Conse- 
quently, the burden féll on older legislators, 
many of whom worked in and out of recess to 
complete committee assignments. 

Even now the reorganization of State Govern- 
ment and law is not entirely complete, Neither 
is it perfect. But the Legislature and all its 
members deserve Missouri's thanks for what 
must often have seemed a thankless task. 
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For Continuing a Nuisance 

Very soon—this week, perhaps, as the House 

Banking Committee works in private—the fate 
of price control after June 30 will be settled. 
As decision draws near, the outlook is brighter 
for the inflationary lobbyists than for the Amer- 
ican people. 
« The minimum-wage bill is a telling straw. 
President Truman announced he would have to 
veto it if it carried a rider to push agricultural 
commodity price goals, according to Secretary 
Anderson’s estimate, 33 per cent higher. The 
President is right, but the Senate included the 
rider anyhow. There is justice in increasing 
the wage floor, which benefits low-paid workers 
who have suffered acutely with the rise of 
prices, But farmers are not suffering. They are 
the most prosperous in 25 years, and they have 
a pledge of Government price protection «for 
two years after peace is proclaimed. Neverthe- 
less, the farm bloc proposes to hook the boost- 
parity amendment to the OPA extension, which 
the President cannot afford to veto. 

It appears, too, that Congress will write a new 
“parity” in place of the 1936-39 base for business 
profits, With wages, prices and living costs 
rising, it is both just and necessary for produc- 
tion that profits be allowed moderate increases, 
What the right-wing coalition intends, however, 
is not moderate adjustment. It intends, appar- 
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ently, to adopt the NAM-National Association of 
Real Estate Boards policy against any price 
controls, 
inviting amendments under which, for all prac- 
tical purposes, OPA would become a dead letter. 
If this were simply a matter of saving OPA, 
then we could do without OPA. OPA is a 
nuisance. But it is a necessary nuisance.* 
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“Death Sentence” Upheld 


Once it mustered a quorum, the Supreme 
Court made an end of the North American Co. 
divestment case with little apparent travail. By 
a 6-to-0 decision which would undoubtedly have 
been 9-to-0 if three Justices had not been pre- 
viously involved in the Government's side of the 
case, the court sustained the SEC’s ruling that 
North American shall limit its investment to 
the integrated operations of Union Electric. 

The Government argued a close analogy be- 
tween the Sherman and Holding Company acts. 
“I think,” Chief Justice Stone remarked, “that 
is the crux of your case.” Congre8s does have 
the power to free commerce from undue re- 
straint, whether the threat be by conspiracy of 
nominal competitors or by the manipulation of 
stock interests. Excessive aggregations of eco- 
nomic power are contrary to American policy— 
a principle which might, indeed, if Congress so 
chose, be broadened to include the doings of 
John L, Lewis. 

That the holding companies worked to evil 
ends is minutely documented. In their heyday, 
before the Insull crash, they systematically 
bought the votes of legislators and opinions of 
professors, With very minor investment, they 
acquired control of operating companies, diluted 
the assets with unparalleled boldness and un- 
loaded the cost on consumers and unsuspecting 
“preferred” stockholders alike. The shame is 
that they were not curbed long before 1935. 

As to North American as a particular holding 
company, its connection with the Union Electric 
slush fund scandal has never been legally estab- 
lished. However, Union Electric then, as now, 
was under North American’s control. Further- 
more, the SEC wanted to prosecute a former 
North American president for perjury in that 


‘case, and Frank J. Boehm, who was sent to 


prison, has entered suit charging North Amer- 
ican with responsibility for his plight. 

North American, moreover, has been in con- 
trol during the long period when Union Electric, 
contrary to a striking industry-wide trend, has 
been laggard in reducing rates. It is in control 
today, and Union’s proposed reduction is meager. 

It is good news to St. Louis, therefore, that 


North American must now reduce to the size of: 


Union Electric, for, in doing so, it will become 
a complete superfluity and ripe for dissolution. 
Indeed, North American itself proposes to be 
out of Union Electric in a few years. Its de- 
parture, at long last, should free Union's able 
management to do the aggressive kind of public 
service job which will not be done so long as 
the control is wielded by men who regard it as 
only an avenue of investment. 
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Freedom for the Thought We Hate 


The veterans who invaded Kiel Auditorium in 
an attempt to bréak up the meeting of Gerald 
L. K,. Smith were guilty of an intolerable action. 
This is a democracy. The Constitution provides 
for free speech to Gerald L. K. Smith or anyone 
else. Smith rented the hall in due form and 
should have been safeguarded in the right to use 
it. Smith is a Fascist, a rabble-rouser, a race- 
hater, an evil figure. But the veterans’ exhibi- 
tion last night is no way to combat his influence. 
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The Seniority Issue 

The Post-Dispatch poll of congressional com- 
mittee chairmen strongly suggests why the La- 
Follette-Monroney report stayed so studiously 
off the chairman-by-seniority evil. The authors 
probably assumed the report would otherwise 
be filed unheard. Senator Elbert Thomas, one 
of the best minds in the Senate; as much as says 
80. / 
Only a couple of the respondents think that 
chairmen by seniority is wholly satisfactory. Near- 
ly all, however, expressed seemingly respectable 
objections to the alternatives of designation by the 
presiding officer or election by the membership. 
The former would rather uniformly give these 
strategic posts to Administration stalwarts, which 
would tend either to give the President too great 
a power in Congress or to alienate chairmen 
from members. The latter would cause politick- 
ing within Congress itself for position, and it 
could become decidedly disruptive. 


There remains, however, the possibility of ro- 


tating chairmanships, which Congressman Coch- 
ran in his wisdom expressly proposes. Rotation 
would break the dictatorial power of seniority 
chairmen, It would engender a wider participa- 
tion of non-chairmen members in committee 
business, for their opinions would then have an 
efficacy approaching the chairman’s. It is just 
such a reason, in fact, that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the instruction depart- 
ments of progressive colleges have adopted rota- 
tion—and the trend is still in that direction. 

As Elbert Thomas implies, it may be unwise 
to pursue the chairmanship question until the 
La Follette-Monroney report is secured in prac- 
tice. Assuredly, none the less, through rotation 
or some other device for greater efficiency and 
democracy in Congress, it is a second overdue 
step in congressional reform. 
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In Memoriam Captain Jinks 

If there are any weather-beaten veterans of 
the horse cavalry confined in the Pentagon 
building these days, they probably are as sad- 
faced as an old war horse turned out to pasture, 
The War Department is reported to have made 
up its mind to abolish the cavalry. 

The decision concludes an era in which 
efficiency has killed much military romance, 
This is period to the gay tradition of “Light- 
Horse Harry” Lee, Jeb Stuart and Sheridan. It 
is anticlimax to the epic of Captain Jinks of the 
Horse Marines, who fed his horse on corn and 
beans and kissed the ladies in their teens, all 
for love of the Army. :

- Impractical evangelists for world government undermine confidence

in UNO, statesman says; United States and other nations will not 
abandon sovereignty; San Francisco Charter offers the one way to 
secure peace and to permit gradual perfection of international order.

The controversy still rages over the course 
which the American people should take in 
view of the release of atomic energy. Some 
of us believe that the one hope for world 
peace lies in our exercising every iota of 
our national influence in making the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization succeed. Others 
vehemently assert that, notwithstanding 
the agreements reached at San Francisco, 
the United Nations Charter must be amend- 
ed even before it has had time to function. 


The most clamorous outcry of all comes 
from those who demand that the United 
Nations Organization should immediately 
be thrown upon the.junk heap of discarded 
experiments in international organization, 
and be replaced with a world government. 
The type of world government generally 
sponsored by those who favor the scrapping 
of the United Nations Organization is some 
form of federal government responsive to 
a parliament elected by the peoples of all 
nations. 


It would be well if the proponents of this 
program for immediate world government 
limited their side of the debate to a dis- 
cussion of the practical possibilities of es- 
tablishing such a world government rather 
than to the effort to undermine popular 
confidence tn the efficacy of the United 
Nations Organization. 


No Reference to Reality 


No one can quarrel with the ideal of the 
“parliament of man.” The danger is that, 
if popular attention in the United States 
is fixed solely upon that ideal, public opin- 
ion will be inclined to lose sight of certain 
stark realities in the present-day world. 
Even the most fervent evangelists of world 
government must admit that no world gov- 
ernment can be successfully estabished un- 
leas the Soviet Union, Great Britain and the 
United States jointly participate in its 
creation. 


In Great Britain, leaders in both the La- 
bor and Conservative parties have ex- 
pressed the hope that.the new international 
organization may eventually more closely 
approximate a world government than an 
alliance of states, each insistent upon the 
retention of its undiminished sovereignty. 
There is no indication available, however, 
that the British Government has any illu- 
sions that such an ideal can be realized 
within the near future. 


The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
is as always far more precise, Its voice is 
trenchant. The reaction of the Soviet Union 
to world government is a blunt “no.” 


The official Soviet press has made it un- 
mistakably clear that the Soviet Govern- 
ment will resolutely oppose any form of 
international organization other than that 
agreed upon at San Francisco. In particu- 
lar, it opposes any project for world gov- 
ernment. 


And how about the United States of 
America? Have the supporters of the proj- 
ect for world government any reason to 
believe that a majority of the American 
people would be willing, with world condi- 
tions what they are at present, to subordi- 
nate the control of American self-defense 
and of American foreign policy to the par- 
liament of a world government? 


Question of Senate Approval 


Can they conceive of the United States 
Senate now ratifying an international agree- 
ment through which the United States 
would abandon its sovereignty? Are they 
aware of the fact that the United States 
Senate would not have ratified the present 
Charter of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion unless that Charter had provided a 
veto right for the major powers? 


Have the proponents of world govern- 
ment any proof that the peoples of the 
amaller nations would at this juncture sub- 
ordinate their individual rights as inde- 
pendent peoples to a world government? 


The problem which humanity confronts 
is not going to be solved by any academic 
debate with respect to the theoretical su- 
periority of a world government over the 
United Nations Organization. For there is 
today not the faintest hope of securing the 
agreement of the two most powerful nations 


of the earth, let alone that of the 49 other . 


members of the United Nations, to partici- 


pate in any kind of world government. 


But we have the United Nations Organi- 
zation. Fifty-one nations have joined it. 
It affords the one practical chance we pos- 
sess to secure world peace, human freedom 
and a decent international order. If the 
people of the United States do not give it 
their unflinching and untiring support, it 
will probably not succeed, 


In our own interest we must make it 
succeed. If it does succeed, we will later 
possess every opportunity to bring about 
its gradual perfection, and, as the years 
pass, to make of it an organization which 
more nearly approaches the ideal which the 
adherents of world government now urge 
upon us.

Criticism of Our Policy 


In Preserving the Mikado 


“Dragon in the Dust,’’ by Post Wheeler. 
Rodd Co., New York.) 
In ornate and distinctly passionate lan- 

guage, Mr, Wheeler takes strenuous excep- 

tion to the American policy of carrying on 
occupation activities in Japan, as the 

Washington directive to MacArthur put it, 

“through Japanese governmental machin- 

ery and agencies, including the Emperor” 

(emphasis supplied by Wheeler). 

His argument is encompassed in two 
pages of allegory, “The Jewel in the 
Dragon's Head,” at the beginning of his 
book. The jewel, of course, is the Em- 
peror in his role as the divine head of the 
Shinto religion. So long as the jewel re- 
mains, asks the writer, “will not his teeth 
and claws grow again?” 

. * * 

Wheeler’s concern is with the use of 
Shintoism as an instrument of the rulers 
of Japan in their bid for world conquest, 
the counterpart of the super-race myth of 
Nazism. He points out that “a hundred 
years ago the Shinto was a fragmentary 
assemblage of primeval folklore, with no 
bearing on the nation’s ethics or ambi- 
tions, a fable smiled at by Japan's scholars.” 
He traces the transformation af this folk~w 
lore into a documentation of the Japanese 
divine right to rule, 

The occupation, from.all accounts, goes 
moderately well. As Owen Lattimore 
pointed out recently in the Post-Dikpatch, 
the Japanese heard the Emperor in a na- 
tion-wide broadcast for the first time in 
history as the voice of defeat. One sus- 
pects that the word will get around that 
Shintoism is a hollow shell.

Wheeler, a former representative of the 
State Department in Japan and elsewhere, 
sketches the plottings of the Nipponese 
military clique, with the advantages given 
it by the Japanese Constitution, to expand 
the Empire. Along with Shintoism, one 
discovers, there was the more direct argu- 
ment of a knife between the ribs for such 
liberals as Japan could boast. 

Some of the passages have an E. Phil- 
lips Oppenheim flavor. One of the best is 
Wheeler’s tracing of how Yamagata had 
purchased the fall of Port Arthur from 
three Russian officers in the Russo-Japa- 
nese War. Wheeler, unhappily, reports on 
one page that the three Russians betrayed 
Port Arthur fot “no personal gain.” On 
the succeeding page, he reports that they 
had been “promised the astounding sum 
of 138,000,000 rubles, more than $65,000,000, 
more than £13,000,000 sterling!”

critics, that these crises are inevitable. 


They are in the nature of the 
so-called peace structure of UN 
itself, which has taken on the 
sanctity of a fetish. If an organi- 
zation is based on the sands of 
false assumptions, it will not work 
no matter how great an Elijah 
chorus chants its praise, any 
more than an improperly con- 
structed engine will run by verbal 
exhortation. 


Three Assumptions. 


The main assumption of the 
San Francisco Charter was that 
three great powers, one of them 
embodying a totally different con- 
cept of civilization from _ the 
others, can remain “united” with- 
out putting their sovereign inter- 
ests in obedience to a clearly es- 
tablished law of nations. For this 
assumption there is no basis in 
reason or historical experience. No 
‘alliance of great powers’ has ever 
endured except as aie defense 
> gainst actual or potential 
enemies. The enemy is the only 
cement. 

The second assumption was that 
these particular great powers are 
“peace-loving.” For this there is 
neither historical nor rational evi- 
dence, A generation ago, imperial 
Russia played a major role in pro- 
voking World War I, according, at 
least, to the documents published 
by its revolu 
Soviet Union. 
nist philosophy is based on war— 
on the struggle for power. And 
no one can foresee what circum- 
stances and movements within 
any country may change it, at any 
time, from a pacifist to a belliger- 
ent and expansionist frame of 
mind. 


The third assumption was that 
all three powers were satisfied 
by and large with the pre-war 
status quo and the equilibrium of 
power relations among  them- 
selves. That was, from the begin- 
ning, a pure wish-dream with no 
foundation even in probability. 


Needed: World Law. 


The destruction of the power of 
the mighty Axis and its satellites 
and the failure to reconstitute 
that world in a manner that 
would neutralize their assets, 
opened an epochal opportunity 
for adding the assets to one or 
the other of the Allies. When a 
rich man dies without a will, has 
there ever been “unity” among the 
contending heirs? 

A world order capable of pre- 
serving civilization can be creat- 
ed only on the basis of obedience 
to universal law, clearly defined, 
to which every issue is referred, 
and with organs of adjudication 


and enforcement; not of peace, but | 


of law, Otherwise the most dynam- 
ic of the great powers will push 
for the elimination of the others 
to the one world of a single 
authority, extending itself by ac- 
quisition of the power-assets of 
the defeated and the weak, to the 
point of war, or to the point where 
its rivals capitulate before an 
overwhelming consolidation of su- 
perior force. 


There is no world order, because 
there is no law and no stake- 
holder, nor does WNO even 
create the mechanism for working 
in this direction. Mr. Gromyko 
acted before the Security Council 
like the representative of a 
“herrenvolk.” He was caught in 
a lie, and he did not even attempt 
to make the concession to truth 
of trying to support the unverac- 
ity. 

He described as an existing 
understanding one he hopes to 
get if the rest of the world will 
grant his Government time—and 
which it will get if the Iranian 
Government sees that it is only a 
pawn. Small countries have lost 
faith in the promises of Western 
democracies. None again is go- 
ing to close other exits on mere 
faith. 


Struggle Would Shift. 


Now, in the midst of such a 
struggle, absolutely inevitable in a 
totally lawless world, a report is 
released by the State Department 


to Congress urging the creation/1 


of a_world-wide technological 
monopoly of atomic energy under 
this self-same, unreformed UNO. 
The monopoly would build nuclear 
fission plants around the world, 
to offset those in the U.S.A. It 
would take over ownership of our 
atomic plants and operate them 
with persons who “would rise 
above national affinities” — like 
the members of the International 
Soviet party, perhaps! 

The controllers of such a mo- 
nopoly would be the dictators of 
the world. The struggle for power 
exemplified in this session of 
UNO would then, of course, cen- 
ter in a struggle for the control 
of the monopoly of the instru- 
ments of life and death, for hu- 
man civilizations. Every life in 
the world and all the freedoms of 
civilizations would depend on 
that monopoly being in the hands, 
not of normal human beings, but 
of gods! 

We shall not escape reality by 
thus trying to turn a nightmare 
into an Elysian daydream. Wis- 
dom begins with facing the facts, 
the first of which is that UNO 
is a house built on the shifting 
sands of impetuous, childish as- 
sumptioffs. ..

It was the misfortune of the| 
United Nations to inherit that 
quarrel at the outset, But that 
could hardly have been averted 
if the new organization was to 
have any reality. 

The ground on which Secretary 
Byrnes stood was sound. If small 
nations cannot even present their 
grievances, then the UNO is an 
empty shell. 

Again, it was the misfortune of 
the UNO that the test came over 
a small nation which is a back- 
ward, feudal country torn by in- 
ternal dissensions. That does not, 
however, alter the basic principles 
under which the Iranian case 
was raised. 


The Danish Incident. 


Recently, in another part of the 
world, the same kind of issue 
arose. 

Toward the end of the conquest 
of Germany, Soviet forces moved 
onto the island of Bornholm in 
the Baltic. Bornholm is a Danish 
island commanding the approaches 
to both Denmark and Sweden. 


How long did the Russians 
mdan to occupy Bornholm? That 
the question which caused 
ivers of apprehension through- 
ut Scandinavia. If the Russians 
were to remain there permanently, 
then the Baltic would indeed be a 
Soviet lake and Denmark and 
Sweden would live constantly un- 
der the gun. 

The Danish Government not so 
long agoaddressed a tactful ques- 
tion to Moscow. Shortly thereafter, 
Soviet troops began to leave Born- 
holm. The _ evacuation is pro- 
gressing and Danish troops are 
now beginning to occupy the 
island. 


UNO?’s Negativism. 


If the issue before the Security 
Council had been Denmark in- 
stead of Iran, the principle would 
have been much clearer. Denmark 
is an advanced democracy. The 
Danish people have stood united 
throughout the war. But Iran or 
Denmark, the cause is the same. 
It is the right of small nations 
to independence and intégrity. 

What has characterized the 
UNO in the months of its awk- 
ward, mewling infancy is its nega- 
tivism. It has seemed to stand be- 
fore the world for the sole. purpose 
of f saying Tio.

You can argue, and perhaps 
rightly, that the organization is 
too new to expect positive, con- 
structive action from it. That an- 
swer may do for the present. It 
will not suffice for long. 

If the United Nations Organiza- 
tion seems to exist merely to pre- 
serve the world as it is, then 
inevitably it will fail. If it is no 
more than a policeman with a 
stick to keep the status quo in 
every corner, then it will go down. 

What the moment desperately 
needs is creative, courageous 
thinking that goes beyond the 
mere do’s and don’t’s of things 
as they dre. That is the kind of 
thinking which went into the re- 
port by the State Department’s 
committee of experts on atomic 
control. It is this kind of trail- 
blazing which the UNO must do 
if it is to grow up into a vigorous, 
effective organization. 

The Iranian case points up that 
need as well as any issue could. 
One thing is as clear as day, and 
that is that Iran will not remain 
what it is for long. 


Britain’s Signal. 


In this connection, a significant 
news story recently came from the 
United Press in London. It quoted 
a British Foreign Office “spokes- 
man” as saying that Britain would 
like to see Iran’s “unexploited oil 
resources” placed under interna- 
tional control. 

This is rather vague. Would 
“unexploited oil resources” include 
the vast undeveloped reserves held 
by the Anglo-Iranian oil company? 
Or would they include only those 
reserves that have not yet been 
staked- out by any of the great 
powers? 

But the important fact is that 
the British have clearly signaled 
their desires. This may have been 
intended to put the initiative up 
to us. If it is to have any chance 
of succeeding, it must come quick- 
ly. Some such move should have 
been made months ago, if only as 
evidence of the intention of Britain 
and America to try to remove one 
of the chief sources of trouble in 
the Middle East. 

The United States State Depart- 
ment and the British Foreign Of- 
fice have drifted into the current 
crisis as one drifts in a becalmed 
sailboat. What igs needed in the 
skipper’s cabin is a good chart of 
action.

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DRAFT CONTINUATION 
VITAL, GENERAL SAYS 


Paul, Army Personnel Chief, 
Stops’ Here—Cites Big 
Manpower Problem. 


Continuation of the draft {is 
necessary as a form of insurance 
for this country, Maj. Gen. Willard 
S. Paul, chief of Army personnel, 
said yesterday when he stopped 
off in St. Louis on a trip to Fort 
Leavenworth and Fort Riley, Kan. 

“I don’t see how any reasonable 
person can be against selective 
service,” the general said, “If we 


don’t keep it up we are taking a 
long gamble.” 

Gen. Paul, whose job is to sup- 
ply the various departments of the 
Army with men they request, said 
draft boards throughout the coun- 
try had been asked to supply 50,- 
000 men a month since V-J da 
but had fallen far short of their 
quota. To make up the deficiency, 
he said, this month he has asked 
that 125,000 men be indacted into 
the service, 

“In order to fill our needs,” he 
said, “‘we are now taking men with 
flat feet or other minor ailments 
who can be used for the jobs that 
have to be done. We will have to 
have them because we have cut 
our requirements to the bone.” 

In the event that selective serv- 
ice is discontinued, Gen. Paul 
added, the Army will have to in- 
crease its rate of pay and provide 
other inducements so that it will 
be able to compete with industry 
in offering jobs. He estimated that 
6,700,000 men were discharged 
from service by March 15, and said 
it was planned to reduce Army 
personnel to 1,550,000 men by July 


A majority of the men now 
being inducted are being used to 
replace veterans overseas eligible 
for discharge. Soldiers with 45 
points or two and one half years 
service as of April 30 and with 
40 points or two years service as 
of June 30 will be released, he said. 

During his brief stop here; Gen. 
Paul inspected the Army radio 
school at Scott Field and _ the 
records center at 4300 Goodfellow 
boulevard. He said he found the 
labor market in St. Louis well 
suited to the Army’s needs since 
most of the _ skilled employes 
sought were available in this area. 

The general was wearing the 
YD insignia of the Twenty-sixth 
(Yankee) Infantry Division, which 
he commanded from August, 1944, 
until June last year when he was 
transferred to Supreme Headquar- 
ters of the Allied. Expeditionary 
Forces at Frankfurt, Germany. 
The division went into action as 
part of the Third Army in Oc- 
tober, 1944, took part in the Battle 
of the Bulge and fought in Ger- 
many, Austria and Czechoslovakia. 

He left last night to address the 
Command and General Staff 
School in Fort Leavenworth and 
will go from there to Fort Riley 
to attend ceremonies dedicating a 
memorial to Gen. George S§&. 
Patton.

MACARTHUR REPLY 


He Tells Allied Board 


Delay Would Have Ad- 
verse Effect on People 
and Occupation. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur told the 
Far Eastern Commission that 
postponement of the Japanese 
elections, scheduled for April 10, 
“would certainly be misunderstood 
by the Japanese people and would 
have a profound adverse reaction 
on the purposes and success of the 
occupation.” 

He also reported that “all par- 
ties in Japan, except the Com- 
munist party, overwhelmingly” 
favored the proposed constitution 
to be voted on then. 

The supreme commander’s mes- 
sage, received Friday, was made 
public at the State Department 
yesterday along with the com- 
munication which the commission 
sent on’ March 21 asking for his 
views. 
urday not to recommend postpone- 
ment, with delegates of Russia 
and New Zealand dissenting. 

Alternative Is Rule by Edict. 

MacArthur made it plain to the 
li-nation policy-making body that 
he regarded it as imperative that 
the elections be held on schedule. 
He said the only alternative to 
electing a new Diet (parliament) 
would be “government by imperial 

edict which denies to the Japanese 
people the right to participate in 
their own domestic affairs.” 

He explained that the present 
Diet was “completely unsatisfac- 
tory because of its war taint and 
its unrepresentative character, 
having been elected in 1942 under 
Tojo’s control.” Under the purge 
which he began on Jan. 4, about

Japan and will provide the basis 
for a much more representative

If the election results were un- 
favorable, MacArthur said, the 
remedy was always in his power 
“to require the dissolution of the 
Diet and the holding. of a new 
election under such provisions as 
are deemed necessary.” 


BREWERIES USED MORE WHEAT 


{Spanish 


IN FEBRUARY THAN JANUARY 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
Internal Revenue Bureau figures 
show that more wheat and wheat 
products were used by brewers in 
February than in January al- 
though their use in beer making 
was halted by the Government 
Feb. 6. 

In February, according to the 
figures, 5,712,312 pounds were 
used at the breweries against 4,- 
829,994 in January. Decreases were 
shown in February use of hops, 
malt, corn, rice and their products, 
while increases were shown in use 
of barley, sorghum, soybeans, su- 
gar and syrups. 

The restriction on use of grains 
other than wheat to 70 per cent of 
1945 consumption did not become 
effective until March 1. The cut- 
backs were ordered to save grain 
for relief of food-short foreign 
nations. February beer produc- 
tion dropped about 8 per cent un- 
der January, bureau figures 
showed, but there was a compen- 
sating. rise in stocks. 


ADJUSTABLE PRICING ORDER 
ON NON-STRIKE COAL FIRMS 


Two Illinois coal producers’ as- 
sociations will be allowed to sell 
coal at present ceiling pices with 
the understanding that customers 
will be required to pay any in- 
creases eventually granted by the 
Office of Price Administration, it 
was announced in Washington to- 
day. 
The adjustable pricing order ap- 
plies to the St. Clair-Madison 
County Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion and the Coal Producers’ As- 
sociation of Illinois, which have 
contracts with the non-striking 
Progressive Mine Workers. It 
will cover all coal sold except that 
supplied by retail dealers. These 
Operators usually pay any wage 
increases granted to the United 
Mine Workers, who are now on 
strike,

Tomorrow

N checking over the foods that 
[yu might store away now and 

have when they will be scarce, 
you may wonder about the advis- 
ability of canning grapefruit. If 
one can obtain firm grapefruit 
at a reasonable price, there is no 
reason why it can’t be canned 
very successfully. Unlike most all 
other fruits, it is processed below 
the boiling point. The process is 
called pasteurization and this 
temperature of 180 degrees needs 
to be kept just as constant as the 
boiling point in a water bath in 
which you would process toma- 
toes. But this point is not so 
easily ascertained by observation 
as in the boiling of water. There- 
fore one requires a thermometer 
to keep the temperature at exact- 
ly the right point. A candy or 
bath thermometer will serve the 
purpose well. Sugar is not neces- 
sary for canning’ grapefruit, 
either for eating or for keeping. 
In fact, we obtained the best re- 
sults by using a little salt. The 
things to keep in mind when can- 
ning grapefruit are: Obtain good 
grapefruit. Provide jars that are 
sound and clean and have new 
lids to make a perfect seal. Peel 
grapefruit carefully just as you 
would peel an apple. Section the 
fruit carefully over a glass bowl 
or an enamel pan so that all the 
dripping juice can be collected 
and poured over sections after 
they are placed in the jar. By 
following the directions carefully 
the beautiful jars of fruit with the 
sections remaining almost as per- 
fect in shape as when they are 
first put in may be obtained. 

Canned Grapefruit. 

Select eight to 10 pounds heavy- 
weight grapefruit. Remove peel 
from grapefruit just as you would 
from an apple, peeling deep 
enough to remove all white mem- 
brane, and cut through just to 
the flesh. When finished, the 
juicy ball should show all the 
dividing membranes between sec- 
tions, Cut down on both sides 
of membranes and gently lift out 
the loosened sections, using a 
very sharp thin-bladed knife to 
do the work. Save all juice which 
drips out and return to the fruit. 
Pack grapefruit sectiong in ster- 
flized jars (Each quart will take 
four or five pounds of grapefruit.). 
Add one-fourth teaspoon salt or 
two tablespoons sugar for each 
quart, and fill to within one-half 
inch of the top with grapefruit 
juice. Exhaus* 15 minutes, by set- 
ting the open jars in a water 
bath heated to 180 degrees Fahr- 
enheit (just less than simmering), 
with water coming to two and 
one-half inches of the top. Seal 
with hot enamel-lined lids. Re- 


turn to hot water bath, adding 


simmering water to cover jars 
to a depth of one inch over the 
top, and leave for 20 minutes to 
pasteurize, at 180 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Be gure all jarg and lids 
are sterile, because the pasteur- 
izing temperature is not high 
enough to sterilize jars. Grape- 
fruit develops a bitter flavor if 
exhausted and processed at boil- 
ing. Grapefruit canned with salt 
and pasteurized has a good fla- 
vor and hag less tendency to float, 
Processing time—pints and quarts 
—five minutes at 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit,

Add the flour mix- 
ture and gne-half cup milk alter- 
nately, beginning and ending with 
the flour. Beat well and pour 
into a greased 9x9-inch pan. Bake 
at 400 degrees Fahrenheit for 
five minutes. Sprinkle one-half 
cup cubed cranberry jelly over 
the top of the batter and con- 
tinue baking another 15 or 20 min- 
utes or until golden brown, Serve 
immediately or while still warm.

POINT has been brought to 

my attention in connection 

with our disabled service men. 
I hope it will be considered in my 
own state of New York and in 
other states throughout, the coun- 
try, as well as by the Federal 
Government, . 

It appears that New York State 
has passed a grant which is to be 
given to blinded veterans in addi- 
tion to whatever federal pension 
they may receive. The plea I re- 
ceived was that paralyzed veterans 
should be included in such a 
grant, because many of them are 
as handicapped as a blind person. 
This is probably true and I am 
sure that it is taken into consider- 
ation by the Federal Government 
in adjusting their pensions. But 
where the states pass special ad- 
ditional grants, it seems to me 
that the paralyzed young man 
should again receive consideration 
according to the handicap which 
he has to overcome, 

For all disabled veterans, par- 
ticularly when they are young, I 
think the aim should be to make 
them, as far as possible, self-sup- 
porting, because the ability to 
work and feel useful is the only 
thing that will make life worth 
while to many of these young 
people, but some basic security is 
certainly going to be essential for 
most of them.

Turning the Tables.

Seafood Casserole 

One-half pound crabmeat, fresh

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Longer Skirts Are Indicated by Tunics 


The New Featured Tunic Is i Length and Aer of Line

HENEVER tunics get the 
W tesnion limelight it’s time to 

take notice that longer skirts 
definitely are entering the mode. 
There is no more certain barome- 
ter for the lengthening of skirts 
than the introduction of the long- 
er tunic as a silhouette feature. 
The two always go together, if 
you look into the past for a brief 
study of style cycles. 


For several seasons we have 
had a hint of tunics. Leading 
designers have launched longer 
jackets as the first evidence of 
this trend. When government 
regulations stopped them from 
adding as many inches as they 
wished to the peplums of suit 
coats, they dodged the issue by 
designating these as separate gar- 
ments and selling matching skirts 
as individual items. This vogue 
of the longer suit jacket and the 
tunic coat is seen repeatedly in 
the spring fashions on display in 
the St. Louis stores. 


Now comes one of our most 
daring and foreward-thinking de- 
signers, Norman Norell, with em- 
phasis upon the tunic dress. He 
was the one who had much to 
do with waistlines getting longer, 
his middy dress creating a 
sensation that was the talk of 
the country. Take a look at the 
daytime dress photographed and 
you get an idea as to the way 
skirt lengths are going. In order 
to achieve the proper balance 
with the long, tubular tunic the 
skirt is at least two inches longer 
than popular lengths of a year 
ago. 

The featured tunic, as illus- 
trated, is thigh length and straight 
of line. Often it is of contrasting 
color or contrasting fabric stitched 
on with a hemlike fold at the 
thigh. Sometimes it is merely the 
effect of two colors combined ‘in 
a straight sheath, an example of 
this being a coat combining royal 
blue and black, the blue part ex-

Such a silhouette suggests a 
natural shoulder line even though 
there is subtle padding to make 
a figure look more perfect—and 
a general impression of sheath- 
like slenderness from shoulder to 
hem.

Contract 
Bridge

HERE were two outstanding 
T points in today’s deal—one in 

the bidding, the other in the 
play. 

East, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


It is quite true that the right 
contract was reached, but it 
should be observed that North's 
one-no-trump response on the first 
round might have been hopelessly 
inadequate. If the East and South 
hands had been distributed a lit- 
tle differently, North might have 
found himself playing one no 
trump, whereas game at spades 
would have been cold. 


It is difficult to impress upon 
players that. responses to over- 
calls must not be figured on the 
game basis as responses to open- 
ing bids. (Not that one no trump 
would have been the correct re- 
sponse to an opening spade bid, 
of course!) In this specific case 
—as in so many similar cases—~ 
North's best bid was a raise to 
three spades. Yes, his heart 
strength would be more valuable 
at no trump—but how about that 
singleton club, and how about the 
more important fact that one no 
trump would be a gross under~ 
statement of values, whereas twe 
no trump, because of the single- 
ton club, would be unthinkable? 


Undoubtedly, North felt that a 
jump raise on only three trumps 
would be misleading and danger- 
ous—and so it would, if South 
had opened with one spade. — 
over, in that case two diamon 
would be an easy, normal and 
safely constructive regponse fore- 
ing for one round. But since 
South’s bid had been an overcall, 
two diamonds would not be fore- 
ing, nor constructive; and again 
since it was an overcall, vulner- 
able, the presumption was that 
South had at least a five-card 
spade suit, making A-J-8 excellent 
support, 


The point of play was that, on 
the bidding, South had to lead the 
queen through West on his first 
lead of trumps.
